In addition, 





state has taken a decision in Unique ID 


Implementation Committee to start registration 
service in Department of Revenue, in districts 
with UID coverage more than 90%, using State 
Resident Data Hub based web verification 
services and Aadhaar authentication services. 
Additionally, it has also been decided that the 
above mentioned Aadhaar based services shall be 
used while offering services like issuing 
licenses, certificates etc. at Suwidha/ Citizen 
Service Centres. The State has also decided to 
develop Information Communication Technology 
(ICT) infrastructure for Department of Food & 
Supplies, Transport, Revenue, Education & 
Suwidha for Aadhaar compliance under ICT 
assistance scheme of UIDAI. 

5. That the State of Punjab is one of the leading 
State across the country in terms of Aadhaar 
enrolments and Aadhaar generation. We have 
successfully achieved 75.84% Aadhaar generation 
and 91% Aadhaar enrolments in the State till 
date. District wise Aadhaar penetration figures 
gr^ are enclosed as Annexure R-4 . State has

6.That the State has made considerable progress 
in linking/ seeding of Aadhaar number in 
various departmental databases that will allow 
us to target services and remove bogus 


beneficiaries.

Security Pensions and scholarships etc. Aadhaar 
Seeding status in Public Distribution System 
database, which is the biggest beneficiary 
database in the state, is enclosed as Annexure 
R 6. The linking of various databases through 
Aadhaar will help the state in providing 


seamless and efficient 


services to the 


residents 


in a convenient and transparent 


manner. The state has already created its State 
Resident Data Hub (SRDH) to leverage Aadhaar 
for above purposes and it is in the process of 


linking various departmental applicati 


ions no 


SRDH through web service. 


7. That as per the provisions of National Food 
Security Act, 2013, the state has started 
identification of beneficiaries with the help 
of Aadhaar number. The State has specially 


designed a form for the identification of 





'.^|p : eficiaries in compliance with the provisi

of Section 12 clause (2) sub-clause (c) of the 
National Food Security Act, 2013. The form 

carries a field for identifying resident 
through UID or EID number of the whole 'family 
of beneficiary. The copy of form, which was 
published in major newspapers, is enclosed 
herewith as Annexure R-7. Though, the 
requirement of Aadhaar is not being mandatory 
to avoid exclusion of people who are not yet 
enrolled, yet as a matter of policy, State 
intends to cleanse its whole Ration Card 
database with Aadhaar in the long run. The 
State is encouraged with the findings of Direct 
Benefit Transfer (DBT) in the delivery of LPG, 
where at some of the outlets, 15-20% of the 
bogus cards have been deleted. Similar is 
expected in case of Ration Card Database. 

8.That the State has already started Direct 
Benefit Transfer (DBT) scheme to provide direct 
benefits to the beneficiaries by disbursing the 
benefits directly into their Aadhaar Enabled 
Bank Accounts. An amount of Rs. 7,42,94,090/- 

afready been transferred successfully into 
Aadhaar enabled bank accounts of the 
beneficiaries under various schemes. The scheme 
wise detail of Direct Benefit Transfer is

9.That the enrolment process in the State has 
been carried out by the State appointed UIDAI 
empaneled Registrars/ agencies and State has 
followed the robust procedures/ guidelines as 
prescribed by UIDAI to ensure that all the 
residents get enrolled under Aadhaar without 
any hassle. Services of respective District 
Administration/District Food and Supplies 
Controller Cum District Nodal Officer, 
Registrar UID, Punjab has been taken to monitor 
the ongoing enrolment process in the State to 
ensure that all the procedure/ guidelines 
prescribed by UIDAI are followed.

11. That in order to ensure only eligible 

residents get enrolled, proper procedures 

prescribed by UIDAI are being followed. For 

this purpose, "Proof of Identity" and "Proof of 
Address" documents are being taken from the 
residents before their enrolment. 

12. That the process of delivery of Aadhaar 
letter to the residents has been made simple, 
efficient and convenient for the residents by 
providing them e-Aadhaar letters through 
Suwidha Centers across the State. The minutes 
of UIDIC meeting held on 27-02-2013, in which 
the committee had given its .approval to start 
e-Aadhaar delivery service at Suwidha Centres, 
which is attached herewith as Annexure R-ll, to 
provide the information related to Aadhaar

The state isn't using 
biometric data anywhere. The said data is kept 
in encrypted format at NIC New Delhi Data 
Centre and UIDAI's Vault facility.

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 

BETWEEN 

UIDAI AND THE GOVERNMENT OF PUNJAB 


Memorandum of Understanding between the Unique Identification Authority 

of India and the Government of Punjab for the implementation of the UID 
project 

This Memorandum of Understanding (MoU) has been executed on the 23 rd day 
of June, 2010 between the Unique Identification Authority of India 
(hereinafter referred to as “UIDAI") and the Government of Punjab 
(hereinafter referred to as “The State Government") 

Preamble 


Whereas Government of India has set up Unique Identification Authority of 

India (UIDAI) with the mandate to issue Unique Identification Numbers (UID) to 
all residents of India (UID project) 

Whereas, The State Government would like to enhance efficiency in delivery of 

government benefits and services through accurate identification of 

beneficiaries and to have uniform standards and processes for verification and 
identification of beneficiaries 

Whereas, in order to implement the UID project in the State of Punjab the 
Government of Punjab is entering into this MoU with the UIDAI 

Whereas the Government of Punjab has set up State Level U'D 

Implementation Committee vide notification no.UIDAI-PSPB (RO-PC- 1 ) 

2009/6760 DATED 6/8/2009 to oversee the implementation of the UID 
project in the state 

Whereas this MoU shall come into effect from the day it is signed. 

Definitions: 

Unless the Context requires otherwise; 

Registrars are Departments or Agencies of the State Government who in 
normal course of implementation of some of their programs or 'activiHes

interact with the Residents and are authorized by the State Governments to 
enrol residents into the UID System. Examples of such Registrars are Rural 

Development Department (for NREGS) or Civil Supplies and Consumer Affairs 
Department (forTPDS). 

Enrolling Agencies are entities hired by the State Government or Registrars to 
perform enrolment functions on behalf of the Registrar(s). 


UID Project and the scope of the MoU 

1. The UIDAI has the mandate from the Government of India to issue 
unique identification numbers (UID) to residents of India based on 
demographic and biometric data of the individual. UIDAI will partner 
with Government and other agencies leveraging their existing 

infrastructuie in order to implement the UID project. These Agencies will 
be called the Registrars of UIDAI. 


2. UIDAI will set standards and processes for enrolment to be uniformly 
followed by all Registrars and Enrolling Agencies. The UIDAI will issue 
UIDs after checking that the resident applying for UID does not already 
have a record and UID number in the UID database. In addition the 
UIDAI will provide online, real-time Authentication service. 


3. The UID project will be implemented in a phased manner; the UIDAI w.,, 
be conducting proof of concept studies and pilots to test the working of 
the technology and process of enrolment and would require the co¬ 
operation of the State Government and Registrars in this regard. 


4. This MoU between the UIDAI and the Government of Punjab sets out 
below, the general and broad-based intentions of both Parties for 
collaboration and as an umbrella understanding for facilitation of 
subsequent agreements and documents relevant for the 
implementation of the UID project in the State of Punjab. 


5. The UIDAI shall prescribe standards, procedures and processes which 

will be adhered to by the Registrars identified / appointed by the State 
Government. 
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6. In the interest of clarity and to reduce ambiguity, the UIDAI shall execute 

additional agreements and documents to capture details about 

implementation of UID Project with Registrars identified/appointed by 
the State Government.

b. Prescribe a process for enrolment of residents; this will include 
among other things the process for collection of biometric data. 

c. Prescribe the standards and criteria to be fulfilled by an agency to 
be appointed as a Registrar. 

d. Provide/prescribe the software that will be used for the 
enrolment of people into the UID database in order to issue the 

e. De-duplicate the database of the residents on the basis of the 
Demographic and Biometric data and issue UIDs to only those 
whose uniqueness of identity has been established and after 

ensuring that the person has not enrolled in the UID database 

before. 

f. Issue a letter communicating the UID directly to the person who 

as been allotted UID after de-duplication. UIDAI will also 

communicate the UID electronically with the Registrar in UIDAI ' 
prescribed format. 

g. Authenticate the identity of a person with a UID number as per 
the protocols prescribed by the UIDAI. 

h. Prescribe protocols for record keeping and maintenance of the 
information collected for the issuance of a UID. 

i. Prescribe protocols for transmission of the data collected for de- 
duplication. 

Prescribe protocols to ensure the confidentiality, privacy and 
security of data.

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k. Prescribe limits for fees that could be charged for issuing a UID 
number. 

l. Prescribe protocols for spreading and communicating the 

message, content and intent of the UID project. Since the UID logo 

and brand name are properties of the UIDAI, the UIDAI will 

prescribe the manner and limits of the use of UIDAI logo, brand 

name, brand design and other communication and awareness 
materials. 

i 

m. Prescribe other protocols, processes and standards and that the 

UIDAI may deem necessary for the implementation of the UID 
project. 

n. Conduct periodic audit of the enrolment process and to this end 

shall have the power to visit and inspect offices of the Registrar 

and Enrolling Agencies. Such audits are necessary to ensure the 

integrity of the enrolment process and to ensure uniformity across 
the country. 

o. Prescribe mechanisms for resolution of grievances that the 
residents may have during enrolment and authentication. 

p. Evolve a suitable funding mechanism for enrolment of residents 
into the UID system. 


8. The State Government shall : 

a. Co-operate and collaborate with the UIDAI in conducting proof of 
concept (PoC) studies and pilots to test the working of the technology 
and process of enrolment into the UID database. 

b. Identify Registrars for the implementation of the UID project 

(including PoC and pilots). Ensure that the Registrar shall do all that is 

necessary and required in order to effectively complete the PoC's and 
pilots. 

c. Follow the criteria and process for appointment of Registrars and 
enrolling agencies prescribed by the UIDAI. 

d. Put in place an institutional mechanism to effectively oversee and 

monitor the implementation of the UID project in general and 

monitor specifically Registrars and enrolling agents appointed by the 
Registrar.

Provide required financial and other resources to the Registrars to 
carry out the enrolment processes as per the phasing decided by the 
State Government. 

Cooperate and collaborate with and provide all assistance and 
support to the Deputy Director Generals (DDG) concerned of the 
UIDAI and other staff members/consultants/advisors of the UIDAI to 
effectively implement the UID project in the State of Punjab. 

Provide logistic and liaison support to the staff and representatives of 

UIDAI when they visit the Registrar and Enrolling agencies 
implementing the UID project. 

Work with the UIDAI to resolve difficulties faced on the ground in the 
implementation of the UID project. 

Follow the process set out by the UIDAI for resolution of difficulties 
and conflict regarding matters concerning the UID project. 


9. 


The following is an indicative list of the obligations of the Registrar. 
Notwithstanding anything contained in this clause, this list can be 
expanded or elaboiated as required to ensure integrity and uniformity 
of enrolment into the UID database. In order to implement the UID 
project the Registrars shall: 

a. Either do the enrolment directly or through Enrolment Agencies 
who shall be identified and appointed by the Registrars (UIDAI 


may recommend certain criteria to be fulfilled to be an Enrolling 

Agency). The Enrolment Agencies will be working on behalf of the 

Registrars and will be accountable to the Registrars; therefore 

they should follow all the standards, protocols, processes laid 

down, by the UIDAI to implement.the UID project. Registrars must 

ensure compliance by the Enrolling Agencies of the standards, 

protocols, processes laid down by the UIDAI on a continuous 
basis. 

b. Follow the standards for data fields, data verification and 
biometric fields prescribed by the UIDAI. 


c. Follow the process for enrolment of residents; this will include 
among other things the process for collection of biometric data 
prescribed by the UIDAI. 
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d. Use the software developed by the UIDAI for the enrolment of 
people into the UID database for the issuance of the UID number. 

e. Use only those devices and IT systems whose specifications have 
been approved by the UIDAI. 

f. Follow the protocols prescribed by the UIDAI for record keeping 
and maintenance. 

g. Follow the process and systems prescribed by the UIDAI for 
transmission of the data collected for de-duplication. 

h. Follow the confidentiality, privacy and security protocols 
prescribed by the UIDAI. 

i. Flave the option to charge a fee for the UID service but the fees 
charged from residents cannot be higher than the maximum 
amount prescribed by the UIDAI in this regard. 

j. Follow protocols prescribed by the UIDAI for spreading and 
communicating the message, content and intent of the UID 
project. Since the UID logo and brand name are properties of the 
UIDAI, the UIDAI will prescribe the manner and limits of the use of 

UIDAI logo, brand name, brand design and-other communication 
•and awareness materials. 

k. Follow protocols, processes and standards prescribed by the UIDAI 
for the implementation of the UID project. 

l. Allow the UIDAI to conduct periodic audit of the enrolment 
process and to visit and inspect the offices and records of the 
Registrar and Enrolment Agencies and any other place the UIDAI 
or its empowered agency may deem necessary for their purpose. 

m. Submit periodic reports of enrolment to the UIDAI in the form and 
manner prescribed by the UIDAI 

n. Provide logistic and liaison support to the staff and agents of 

UIDAI when they visit the Registrar and Enrolling agencies 
implementing the UID project. 

o. Ptovide infoimotion related to the UID project to the UID from 
time to time as requested by the UIDAI. 

p. Work with the UIDAI to resolve difficulties faced on the ground in 
the implementation of the UID project. 
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q. Follow the process set out by the UIDAI for resolution of 

difficulties and conflict regarding matters concerning the UID 
project. 

Miscellaneous 

10.In situations where the processes and standards for enrolment set by 
the UIDAI are not followed or are violated (wilfully or otherwise) by the 
Registrar and/or an Enrolling agency, the UIDAI shall make reasonable 
attempts to discuss and attempt to resolve difficulties with the State 
Government . Pursuant to which if the recommendations of the UIDAI 
are not implemented and the matter settled to the satisfaction of both 
the parties, the UIDAI shall have the option to de-register the concerned 

Registrar and / or demand replacement of a concerned Enrolment 
agency as the case maybe. 

ll.Any provision of this MoU may be amended or waived if, and only if, 
such amendment or waiver is evidenced by a written instrument signed 
by duly authorised representatives of the Parties, or, in the case of a 
waiver, by the Party against whom the waiver is to be effective.

Authority of India(UIDAI) has advised Reserve Bank that banks are accepting 
Aadhaar letter issued by it as a proof of identity but not of address, for opening 
accounts. As indicated at para 2(i) above, If the address provided by the account 
holder is the same as that on Aadhaar letter, it may be accepted as a proof of both 
identity and address”. 

3 - The State Government has, therefore, taken a decision to officially 
recognize Aadhaar being given to the residents as valid document for establishing Proof 

of Address (POA) for various services being offered by State Government to the 
residents of Punjab. 

4 - Accordingly, all the Departments are hereby, requested to adopt Aadhaar 

as valid document for Proof ot Address and issue suitable instructions in this regard to 
their subordinate offices.

Memorandum of Understanding between the Unique Identification Authority of 
India and the State Government for the Implementation of SRDH Project

Preamble 

Whereas Unique Identification Authority of India (hereinafter "UIDAI") has developed a 
Standard Software Application Framework called the State Resident Data Hub Application 
Framework (hereinafter "SRDH") to enable the States to build a clean master database of 
State-specific residents whose details shall be derived from the Aadhaar enrolment data 
and to facilitate easy incorporation of Aadhaar Authentication Services into various state 
applications. 


Whereas, the State would like to use SRDH in order to enhance efficiency' in delivery of 
government benefits and services through proper authentication of beneficiaries and to 
have uniform standards and processes for authentication and identification of its residents. 

Whereas, in.order to implement the SRDH Project, the State is entering into this MoU with

Whereas this MoU shall come into effect from December 7 th , 2012. 


Definitions: 


Unless the Context requires otherwise; 


The State is represented by a Nodal Department at the State who would own and handle 
all activities related to implementation and operations of SRDH at the State. 


Departments are entities of the State Government/Union territory, who, in normal course 
of implementation of some of their programs, activities or operations interact with 
residents. Examples of such Departments are Rural Development Department or Civil' 
>upp)ies and Consumer Affairs Department, Planning Department, etc. 
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Authentication Service Agencies (ASA) are entities that have secure leased line 
connectivity with the CIDR. ASAs transmit authentication requests to CIDR on behalf of one 
or more AUAs. An ASA enters into a formal contract with UIDAL 

Authentication User Agency (AUA) is any entity that uses Aadhaar authentication to 

enable its services and connect s to the CIDR through an ASA. An AUA enters into a formal 
contract with UIDAL 

Sub-AUA is an entity desiring to use Aadhaar authentication to enable its services through 
an existing AUA* Examples: (i) IT Department of a State/UT could become an AUA and 
other departments could become its Sub-AUAs to access Aadhaar authentication services* 
UIDAl has no direct contractual relationship with Sub AUAs. 

Aadhaar holders: These are holders of valid Aadhaar numbers who seek to authenticate 
their identity towards gaining access to the service offered by the AUA. 

KYR (Know Your Resident): refers to basic resident data based on which UID is issued. 

Central ID Data Repository (CIDR): a repository regulated and managed by the UIDAl. It 
issues AADHAAR numbers, updates resident information and authenticates the identity of 
residents as required. 


SRDH Project and the scope of the MOU 

1. The Unique Identification Authority of India (UIDAl) has been created, with the 
mandate of providing a unique identity (Aadhaar) number to all residents of 
India and also defining usages and applicability of Aadhaar for delivery of 
various services. SRDH is an effort of UIDAl to enable the States towards 
expediting implementation of Aadhaar-enabled delivery of various services.

2. SRDH aims at enabling the States to (a) Manage Complete State Level Resident 
Data in a Digitized, centralized and Service manner, (b) Enhance Aadhaar Data 
Security, (c) Leverage Resident Data in Service Delivery Applications and (d) 
Easily incorporate Aadhaar authentication into various applications. 


3. The State wishes to partner with the UIDAl for the implementation of the SRDH 
project at the State. The various services to be provided by the SRDH application 
at the State Level will enhance efficiency and effectiveness of resident service 
delivery. 



The state is aware of, and understands that the SRDH application framework is 

^Provided on an 'as is' basis, without any express or implied warranties in respect 
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damage, whether direct, indirect, incidental or consequential, arising as a result 
of the use of the SRDH Services. 


5. This MoU between the UIDA! and the State sets out below, the general and 
broad-based intensions of both parties for collaboration and as an umbrella 
understanding for facilitation of subsequent agreements and documents 
t elevant for the implementation of the SRDH project by the State. 

6. In the interest of clarity and to reduce ambiguity, the UIDAI may execute 
additional agreements and documents to capture details about implementation 
of SRDH Project with the State. 

7. UIDAI shall: 


a. Provide SRDH updates and upgrades and make latest code available to State 

Nodal Departments for a limited warranty period. Once the States change 

SRDH code or on expiry of the warrant period, UIDAI would not provide any 
support 


b. Prescribe a process for deployment, configuration and operations of SRDH; 
this will include among other things the process for accessing, securing and 
keeping up-to- date rcsidemt KYR data as collected during enrolment. 


c. Prescribe* a process for mapping resident KYR data as in SRDH to beneficiary 
KYR data as currently exists in various state departmental databases to 
identify Aadhaar numbers of the* departmental scheme beneficiaries. 


d. 


Provide guidance in terms of the* institutional framework, adoption strategy 
and usage* of SRDH at the* State*. 


e. Prescribe protocols to ensure the confidentiality, privacy and security of 
data. 


f. Prescribe the pre-requisites for SRDH implementation for the State Nodal 

Department, Including but not limited to, the hardware, software and 
manpower.

g. trescribe other protocols, processes and standards and that the UIDAI ma 

deem necessary for the Implementation of the SRDH project 
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8* The State Nodal Department shall: 

a. Deploy, configure and manage day-to-day operations of SRDH at the State 
including deployment of updates and upgrades as made available by UIDAI 
and provide controlled and secure access to stakeholders within die State 
implementing Aadlianr-onablod service delivery, 

b. Collaborate and partner with other departments and service-providers in the 
. State and give controlled and secure access to SRDH interfaces such as SRDH 

web service, seedling features, etc to other departments. 

e. hstabllsh Aadhaar authentication framework at the State, in compliance with 

all the specifications and standards prescribed by UIDAI, from time to time; 

this will include among other things appointment of an Authentication User 

Agency, which in turn, shall establish network connectivity, through an 

Authentication Sendee Agency, duly approved by UIDAI, with the Central 

identities Data Repository, established by UIDAI that contains all Aadhaar 
Identity Data, 


d, Maintain SRDH code and assets in a secure repository with proper

versioning, access control and auditing both access and changes. 

e. 1 lovide logistic and liaison support to the staff and representatives of UIDAI 
when they visit the nodal agencies implementing the SRDH project. 

I'. Seek UIDAI’s guidance and support to resolve difficulties faced on the ground 
In the implementation of the SRDH project. ' ‘ 

g. Follow the confidentiality, privacy and security protocols prescribed by the 
UIDAI, 

h, Follow protocols processes and standards prescribed by the UIDAI for the 
Implementation of the SRDH project. 


I. Provide Information related to the SRDH project to the UIDAI from time to 
time as requested by the UIDAI, 

Inform UIDAI of any misuse of AADHAAR data or any compromise of AADHAAR

The State Nodal Department should not share the SRDH code and assets with 

agencies, other than their own System Integrator (Si's] and agencies working for 

them on Aadhaar working for them on Aadhaar enabled service projects and 

initiatives, with a condition that the Si's or Agencies would not redistribute 
further or make copies. 


10 . 


The State Nodal Department needs to adhere to UIDAI's data security policies to 
keep Aadhaar enrolment data source. 


11. Any provision of this MoU may be amended or waived if, and only if, such 
amendment or waiver is evidenced by a written instrument signed by duly 
authorised representatives of the Parties, or, in the case of waiver, by the Party 
against whom the waiver is to be effective.
